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BY OOQOINA. 

Twelve miles west of Houston we halted at Lord, Fogarty & 
Co.’s camp and were there Joined by Mr. John Fogarty, Mr. 8. J. 
Hill, and their driver, John Kelly. This Increased our number to 
eeven men all told, and completed our party. 

We reached the Little Missouri river Sunday evening at six 
o’clock, and were warmly welcomed by Col Clough, chief engi¬ 
neer of the Missouri division of the Northern Pacific, 8. M. Keith, 
resident engineer, R. C. Sattloy and C. H. Hurley, his assistants, 
and by Maj. Comba, Lieut. Roberts, Lieut. McCoy, Snrgeon 
Miller, Post Trader Moore and other officers of Maj. Comba's 
command who are stationed here. These gentlemen contended 
with each other as to who should feed and take care of us, and 
nothing that could In any measure add to our comfort was denied 
us. 

These railroad and military officers render life on the plains 
much more agreeable than we In the states might Imagine It 
could be made- The railroad people, even those who live In 
tents and move frequently to keep up with their work, provide 
themselves with nearly every luxury that the Eastern markets 
afford. Even ripe fruit, fresh oysters and new vegetables find 
their way out here within ten days after their appearance In the 
Eastern markets. Cows are kept with each camp and fresh butter 
and milk greet the hungry traveler as he alts down at the hospit¬ 
able board. Then, added to all these, they spread before you 
game of a dozen different varieties, and all cooked to a turn. Buf¬ 
falo hump, buffalo tenderloin, elk steak, roast loin of venison 
(mule deer and Virginia deer), antelope chops, roast duck and 
broiled prairie chicken are a few of the delicacies with which our 
palates have been tickled since we came West. Good cooks are 
employed In these camps, the best that csd be bad In the Eastern 
cities for money, and In many Instances the cuisine equals that 
of the Palmer House or Grand Pacific. What Is said here of the 
railroad people Is generally true of the military. Maj. Comba 
and bis command are living In comfortable log houses, doored 
and celled with dressed pine lumber. The rooms are well fur¬ 
nished. Ingrain and Brussels carpets, walnut bedsteads, bureaus, 
dressing csbcs, cook and heating stoves are among the Items of 
furniture one seeB In these quarters. 

The Little Missouri Is one of the best game countries on 
the line of the road—that Is, the largest variety of game Is found 
there. The bad lands furnish excellent cover for large game. 
There are timbered coolies all along the river, and some timber 
along the banks of the river itself. There Is good grazing-and 
plenty of fresh water all through this region,and these conditions 
cause the game to congregate here. These bad lands are a favor¬ 
ite Winter resort for the buffalo. In the deep cuts and canyons 
they are protected In a great measure from the severity of the 
weather and by pawing the snow away, can always find plenty of 
good tender grass. At other seasons, however, they prefer the 
open plains. The Rocky Mountain sheep, elk, mule deer, Vir¬ 
ginia deer, red fox, beaver, otter, mink, wolf, and coyote are all 
found here In large numbers. Four mule deer, two elk, and two 
Rocky Mountain sheep were killed and brought Into Maj. Com- 
ba’a camp within two or three days previous to the time of our 
visit. Two cinnamon bears were killed here last Winter and 
others have bpen seen lately. 

They have a pet fawn of the mule deer species at this camp 
that was caught by one of the Indian scouts last Spring, It Is 
now about half grown, and Is very handsome. Its neck, back, 
and sides are a dark lavender color; belly and lege lighter,with a 
white spot on rump; tall white, with black tip; eai^ large; eyes 
dark, lustrous, and very expressive. The scouts caught several 
fawns last Spring, but there were no cows In camp then, and no 
milk to feed them on, except the condensed milk (or coudemned, 
as the boys call It), and all the others died. This one wsb 
brought In just at the time when the first cow arrived In camp, 
and has been healthy and happy ever since. He roams at will 
about the camp, and Is the equal In rank of any one he meets 
with, from private up to post commandant. 

h\ r ’ ^ elUl •°f° rn >od us that one day last Fall, soon after he es¬ 
tablished his present camp, a noble old buck of the “ big horn » 
species came to the top of a tall bluff that stands just back of his 
ramp, some two hundred feet high, and remained for some min¬ 
utes looking over the camp. As he Btood there looking down 
with silent disdain upon his natural enemies, his long spiral 
boms, and heavy, well developed frame outlined against the cleBr 
blue sky, Mr. K. says he presented a picture worthy the pencil of 
a Landseer. No one disturbed him, and after he had made a 
satisfactory survey of the camp, he retired. 

A good story Is told on a couple of officers of this camp and two 
or three men who were out bunting a day or two before. They 
were returning to camp well laden with venison, when they dis¬ 
covered In the water a short distance ahead, four wild geese.

The roots can be traced into the ground several feet. There 
are numbers of these scattered along the line of the road, and 
many of them will eventually be dug up, shipped East, and 
placed on exhibition In museums, parks, and private grounds. 
I saw many fine specimens of marine fishes, molluske, crus¬ 
taceans, etc., that the engineers and others had collected, and 
also found a number myself, which I brought home, and shall 
value them above almost any others In my collection, owing to 
the fact that they were collected while on my first buffalo hunt. 
We pulled out early on Monday morning, the 20th, and a drive 
of five miles tRok us out of the bad lands and onto a most beauti¬ 
ful tract of rich fertile prairie. Just on the margin of this prairie 
the trail passes through a very large pralrle-dog town, or rather 

republic.” It coverB some two or three hundred acres. As we 
came In Bight of It, we saw a hundred or more of the little splke- 
talled republicans akurrylng hither and thither, each making for 
bis own house. When they had found these they stopped, sat 
up on their haunches and commenced barking at us. Those 
nearest the trail disappeared as we approached them, but those 
at a little distance away held their ground, and kept up their 
noise. We got out and took a few shots at them. Mr. Van 
Vleek kllled a very large one, the largest we saw on the trip, and 
probably the president of the republic. Fortunately, too, the 
force of the ball knocked him off the bank where he sat, and he 
died before he could reach his hole, so we recovered him. I 
skinned him and have eeut his skin to Dr. Velle, secretary of the 
Chicago Academy of Science, to be mounted. 

We saw large numbers of antelopes during the day, but did not 
stop to shoot at them. We arrived at Camp McIntosh, on Beaver 
Creek, about sundown and found Maj. Bell, Capt. Borden, Lieut. 
Defrles, 8urgeons Black and Ewing, and Poet, Trader Leasure as 
glad to see us as If we had been their paymaster and his escort. 
We shall never forget the cordial greeting and warm welcome we 
received at their hands. 

After the first Interchange of congratulations we Inquired 
eagerly as to.the whereabouts of the buffalo, and received In reply 
the welcome news that they were In the vicinity of Cabin Creek, 
about fifty miles south of this camp; thut a scouting party had 
lately returned from that locality and reported the prairie black 
with them In every direction. The Major said the scouts had bad 
difficulty In getting any water In that region fit for themselves or 
their ponies to drink, that It was all so strongly charged with 
buffalo manure and urine as to be unfit for use. He said further¬ 
more that he wanted some fresh meat for bis men and would be 
glad to join us on the hunt, that he would take with him an es¬ 
cort of ten men and a team or two to bring In the meat. By the 
time these matters were arranged supper was announced, and 
we repaired to the Major’s mesa tent, where a spread awaited 
us that would have done honor to a king's table. There 
was venison steak, antelope steak, broiled buffalo tender¬ 
loin, Saratoga potatoes, baked sweet potatoes, stewed to¬ 
matoes, corn, vegetables, fruit, pastry, desserts, and other 
articles too numerous to mention. Imagine six hungry 
men arrayed before such a lay-out as this, six men who had 
ridden all day across the plains with a September wind fannlDg 
their manly brows—and appetites; six men whose appetites had 
been sharpened for the last two hours by Bucb news as we had 
been listening to, and these six men being ordered by their host 
to "Pitch in.” But, reader, If you have never been there, your 
Imagination, however vivid, will fail to picture the scene cor¬ 
rect! y. The onslaught was furious, our victory was complete, and 
when we wltbdrew'from that hospitable board the table looked as 
bare as the plains were reported to be, where the great herd of 
buffaloes bad grazed over them. 

Supper over, we retired to our tent, where the Major, bis 
subordinate officers, sod^Mr. Leasure, again joined us. They en¬ 
tertained us with reminiscences of frontier life, Indian warfare, 
bunting experiences, etc., till the night waned Into the wee bids' 
hours. Then they left us, and wo retired to our bunks. But 
how Is a man to sleep under Buch circumstances, with his mind 
full of such fancies as filled our minds that nlghtl 

Here we are away out In Montana, more than a thousand miles 
from the stately edifice In which these lines will be put In type. 
There Is more than an hour difference between the time at this 
point and Chicago. We must wait a whole hour after you have 
daylight there to-morrow morning, ere the sun will deign to 
smile on us here. When we first see him here the early riser in 
Chicago will have eaten bis breakfast, and will be on his way 
down town. 

Well, there’s no use lying here—I can’t sleep—so I turn out 
and take a stroll about camp. The moon is at the full, and In 
this clear rarifled Western atmosphere, her light Is so strong that I 
can even see to read the s agate In which the Field advertisements 
are printed. The vigilant sentinel pacing his beat In front of our 
tent challenges me as I approach him, In a friendly tone, how¬ 
ever, for be knows by my meek and lowly appearance that I am 
only a tender-foot, and that I have no blood In my eye. I recall 
Borne of my long-forgotten knowledge of military matters, and 
answer him In a manner that proves satisfactory, and then I pro¬ 
ceed to buzz him awhile. Among other questions, I ask him 
If there are any Indians In this part of the country now. 

“ No,” said he, “ there are none now. There was a band of 
five 8ioux through here a week ago. I was out on a scout with 
an officer and thirty other men going over toward Powder river, 
and we struck their trail about forty miles from here. The 
lieutenant detailed 8ergeant Deavroq and ten of us boys to fol¬ 
low that trail while he continued on his course. Two Cheyenne 
■fieouts were sent with ub to trail them. They laid down along¬ 
side of their ponies, their heads as near the ground as they 
could get them, to order to be able to see the trail, and struck 
out at a lively trot. This was In the morning. All day long 
they followed the trail without difficulty, while for the greater 
portion of the time we could see nothing of It Whenever we 
came to the top of a ridge the scouts would take the field glass 
with which they had been provided, and scan the country care¬ 
fully as far as they could see. Late In the afternoon they spot¬ 
ted the Sioux crossing over a ridge about ten miles away. We 
could barely see them with the aid of the glass, and would not 
have guessed them to be Indiana, but our scouts shouted ‘ Sioux, 
Sioux, five Sioux. ’ We bad ridden hard since morning, our horses 


were tired, and the sergeant ordered a halt here for a rest and 
lunch, but our Indians wouldn’t have it. They kept shouting 
‘Sioux, Sioux, soldier heap damn lazy! Come on!' 8o the 
sergeant told them to go, and we would follow them. Then they 
patted us on the backs and said, ‘Soldier heap bully; come on.’ 
At this they dropped the trail and made a bee line lor the top 
of the hill where we had seen the Sioux. We rode this ten 
miles under the spur, took up the trail again on the hill, and fol¬ 
lowed It Into a timbered ravine. The scouts now told us that we 
were close to them, and that they had not yet seen ub. We rode 
cautiously and carried our carbines at a ‘ready.’ Finally we 
sighted them at about five hundred yards, and before they knew 
that they were followed at all we gave them a volley, killing one 
of them, and wounding two others. 

“ They returned the fire and then skipped out. As our horses 
were badly worn out with the long chase, and their ponies com¬ 
paratively fresh, we knew It was useless to follow them. When we 
fired the volley our scouts disappeared. We didn't see which way 

they went, nor how they got out of sight so quick; but in about 

half an hour they came back with three ponies that they had cap¬ 
tured from the Sioux. One had probably belonged to the Indian 
we killed, and they had been leading the other two. They then 
went for the dead Indian’s scalp, but the sergeant wouldn’t let 
them scalp him. After grazing our horses a few minutes and 
making coffee, we started back to the command. Pretty soon our 
scouts were missing again, but that night they turned up, and 
ooe of them had the dead Sioux’s scalp. They also had about a 
dozen little scalps that they had cut off, after they got the main 
one, and these they gave to us boys. ” 

It was now about time for the relief guard, and the sentinel 
said I must retire from his beat. Besides, he said, I had 
better go to bed and sleep If I were going on a buffalo 
hunt to-morrow. 8o I bade him good-bye, and after taking a 
further stroll about the city of tents for half an hour, crawled 
into my blankets, and went to sleep. 

I was out again at daylight, walked about camp, and waited 
patiently for nearly an hour ere the welcome sound of reveille 
rang out on the clear morning air. Then all was bustle about 
the camp. The men turned out to roll call, then stable call 
sounded, and they went forth to feed and groom their horses. 
The civilians of our party now began to stir out, and from this 
on I had company. The morning was clear, cold and frosty; just 
such a morning as sends the blood tingling through the veins of 
the sportsman If be rises In time to get the benefit of It. 

Our plans were made late the previous night—after tattoo bad 
sounded, and the men had retired; but the detail for our escort 
was announced early that morning, and the busy notes of prepara¬ 
tion were heard throughout the camp as the men packed the 
Major’B tents, mess chest, cook stove, cooking utensils, pro¬ 
visions, etc., Into the wagon. They packed their own blankets 
and shelter tents, filled their haversacks, cartridge belts, and, In 
short, made every necessary preparation for a five days' scout. 
It took the greater portion of the forenoon to fit out the expedi¬ 
tion, but when we did move It was In a style that the general of 
the army, had he been a member of the party, would have felt 
proud of. 

Maj. Bell, mounted on hie large handsome Iron gray charger, 
led the van, followed by Sergeant Deivron, Corporal Brown 
aDd ten picked men from Company F, of the famous Seventh 
Cavalry. Their horses are all fine large animals, In good condi¬ 
tion, high spirits, perfectly groomed aDd caparisoned. The men 
are armed with the Improved Springfield carbine. Our party on 
the buck-boards and spring wagon followed the escort, and the 
military wagons brougbt up the rear. 

Each member of our party carried a Sharp’s rifle. Several of 
us had large navy revolvers for use wheu we should choose to 
hunt our buffalo on horseback, and Judge Souther carried a 
Parker gun which came In good play several times In bagging a 
few ducks and sharp-tall grouse, by way of variety. 

When we got about five miles from camp the Major threw out 
flankers or hunters to ride a mile or two to right and left of the 
trail In search of antelopes. Three of our party mouoted their 
ponies and rode on the left flank with Maj jr Bell. They saw 
several antelopes during the day, but they were wild,having been 
burned so much near the trail, and It was difficult to get a shot 
at them. 

We who kept the trail met two different parties during the 
afteruoou coming In from the railroad work on the Yellowstone 
river, both of whom reported having Been several small herds of 
buffaloes aloDg the trail In the forenoon. They reported one herd 
within fifteen miles of where we then were, and thought we would 
be very likely to Btrike them before night. But night drew on and 
no buffaloes had been sighted by our horsemen, nor had they even 
succeeded In bagging an antelope. We began to think we should 
be without fresh meat for supper and breakfast, but just as the 
sun was sinking behind the hills we heard a shot away off to the 
right, and ten minutes later the Major came up to the column 
with a fine young antelope swinging from the pommel of his 
saddle. 

We went into camp at the head of Beaver Creek, twenty-seven 
miles from camp McIntosh, at six o’clock, put up our tents, our 
Sibley heating stoves In them, collected a supply of dry wood, 
and made fires that heated the large wall tents as hot as we 
wanted them. While we were doing this, Mugler, the Major’s 
cook, had set up his cooketove and prepared a supper that made 
us all feel glad we enlisted. As we partook of the juicy and deli¬ 
cate antelope steak the Major spoke of the great amount of 
vitality this animal possesses—of the amount of shooting it takes 
to kill it. He said he once shot one through the heart and It ran 
a hundred yards before It fell; that he cut It open and examined 
Its heart, th%t the bullet had passed directly through the ceDter 
of It, tearing a hole nearly an Inch In diameter. He said he shot 
another one that stood with Its tall toward him. The ball cut off 
ooe hind leg and then entered Its flank, cutting a long silt and 
letting a large portion of Its entrails out, ranged forward, and cut 
Its liver all to pieces; that after all this It ran two hundred yards, 
and that nearly as fast as his horse could run. He says he con¬ 
siders them the hardest animal to kill that there Is on the plains, 
except the buffalo and grizzly.

(external) on the lower point of oar; has been affected for four or five 
months; it has eaten a sill In the ear; when anything Is put ou It he 
shakes his head so violently as to pop It off, and IT it has a acab It 
comes off ai.d leaves the sore In a raw and bleeding state. Appellte 
poor; will not take on flesh; sometimes vomits alter eating; lately 
small sores have broken out on him, more noticeable In bis ears, sores 
turn yellow and are offensive. Aus.—Commence lo give him Internally 
two drops of Fowler’s solution of arsenic In a saucer of milk Immedi¬ 
ately before his evening uieal. Increase one drop each day until he 
rune at the eyes, when stop It. Cleause the sore part of the ear with 
castile soap and warm water, and, after drying with soft linen, sprinkle 
finely powdered sulphate of copper, taking care to put. ou sufficient to 
eutlrefy cover the sore surface. Hold his bead for twenty mluutee or 
halfan hour after the application; and to keep him from flapplug hie 
ears; and to facilitate healing put on him a hood, which you can get 
made by Thomson A bone, 301 Broadway, New York. Follow the 
treatment every day until tho sore begins to heal. when, aftercleansing 
with castile soap and waim water, as before, Instead of the sulphate of 
copper sprinkle sub-nitrate of bismuth, and at night apply an ointment 
made or two dram- each of sub-nitrate of bismuth andteiycerlne.andone 
ounce of rose water olutmeut. You need not wash the sore before ap¬ 
plying the ointment. Have the dog wear the hood all the time until 
the ears have entirely healed. Feed him twice a day on vegetable food, 
with strong beef broth, made from fresh und lean beef. 

E. A. P., Cherokee, Kan.—I am a reader of your paper and I have a 
seller dog eight months old which Is affected with Jerking of one hind 
leg; and in fact ail over, worse In one bind leg, and is weak ucrosa the 
back, caused by distemper last September. He eats well and Is play 
ful, and his hair looks well. I found in your paper of Sept 13, 1878, 
Vol. 12, No. 5, the following aud gave It to hint and repeated, but It does 
not do any good. 1 gave hi in silver nitrate aud gentian root one and a 
half drams, mix avrup and put it in 12 pllla; gave one t/i night and one 
In morning after eating, and fed liberally, aud did as directed, but It did 
not do any good. Cau you give me anything else? Ana.—Try the elixir 
callsayu, frou and strychnine in teaspooniul dosea three times a day, 
dividing the time as nearly as possible. Give it after eating, as it Is 
unsafe to take strychnine Into the stomach when It Is empty. Clip off 
the hair over the loins and blister well with a solution of nitrate of sil¬ 
ver; dissolve a stick of lunar caustic in a teaspooniul of water and paint 
It on with a small brush; if It does not blister pretty strong In thee., uree 
of twelve hours repeat it. When well blistered grease it with fresh 
lard. Continue the medicine three or four weeks. Feed generously. 
Give gentle exercise. 

A. R. II., Rock Hill, 8. C.—l have a dog about eleven months old 
which got tos-cd by a cow a week ago. The outer skin was not broken 
nor even brulAcd, but a large lump has formed iu his flank just by the 
short ribs, which makes me think that he Ims perhaps been ruptured. 
The lump is about half the size of a man's flat and was quite soft at first 
and the dog dldu't seem to iniud Its bolng squeezed at all, but It is now 
getting somewhat firmer, and he appears more sensitive lo handling. 
Cau you tell what is the matter with him and what I should do about 
| Ity Aus.—We would recoinmeud you to consult vonr family physician, 
as It 1* a serious case. Iu all probability it is a rupture but It may be 
an abscess gathering as the effects of ibe bruising; if so it needs to be 
carefully poulticed aud opened at the proper time to avoid haviug it 
break ou the iDside, which would cause death. If it is a rupture it 
needs artificial irritation and bandugiug with a compress. In either 
case it needs very nice treatment and we would advise you to employ a 
good veterinarian, and In absence of a good oue go to the family doc¬ 
tor. 

A. R. B., Jefferson,Wts.—I notice In your answers to correspondents,to 
Shclbyville, Ind., wherein you advise him to use a choke collar lo make 
u dog retrieve.

It was od a Sunday, In Canada, when a most Inviting after¬ 
noon for Ashing—start not, pious reader I Lengthen not thy holy 
visage! consider,anglers are but human I think of thy forefather, 
Adam I aDd give ear to the moral that adorns this tale—when a 
most Inviting Sunday afternoon for Ashing, I say, presented 
Itself; when to stay at borne In a cooped-up Dominion Inn, were 
a sacrilege while Nature’s church doors were wide open to her 
worshipers. The south wind whispered woolngly of the delights 
of the water side; the notes of the ring-dove stole like a bemsoo 
from the forest; the roar of the river rose Invitingly as If saying, 

" Follow me I” Pan played bis pipe amid the alders, and Am- 
phttrlte chanted her anthems by the waterfall. Yon thought of 
all the Delectationa pUcatoriw —of the charms of solitude, of the 
worship of the woods, of the leap and glitter of trout, and mused 
with Horatio Powers: 

“ In spicy wood paths, by tbc river straying, 

1 hear with lingering leet 
Its llanld organ, and the treo tops playing 
Te Deuras strangely sweet. 

OU, golden hours of Summer’s precious leisure 
From care and toll apart 
Fresh drawn, 1 taste the angler’s gentle pleasure 
With friend of equal heart." 

It was Irresistible, and as If to complete the Invitation, "Mac,” 
the old Scotchman who acted as our Ashing chaperon, happened 
along. 

“ You ought to be doon at the Big Bend, to-day," waa his sal- 
utatioD; “ the troots ’ud bite splendid; I’ll slip your trods under 
my coat, and It you meet me at the bush beyaot, no oue ’ll be 
ony the wiser.” 

Now the Big Bend was a favorite haunt for heavy Ash. Sev¬ 
eral springs formed along the shore, the water was deep; and a 
good curl on, which a south wlDd only produced, and which was 
then at perfection, looked auspicious of a plethoric basket.

The Principles «r Breeding—Part I. 

BY DR. M. O. KLLZBT, HLACKSBORG AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE, VA. 

At the foundation of a correct knowledge of the principles of 
breeding must lie some knowledge of the organs of reproduction In 
both male and female parents. In the female they are essen¬ 
tially a pair of ovaries or prides, the womb or uterus, and its vagi¬ 
na! outlet. In the male, a pair of testicles and their ducts, end¬ 
ing In the urethral outlet of the male Intromlttent organ. The 
ovaries are oval bodies; In the larger animals, about the size of a 
peach stone, placed on each side of the backbone, just below 
the kidneys. The uterus, or womb, is a forked organ lu moat 
animals, opening by a small oriflee into the upper end of the 
vagina. At the extremity of each of the two horns Into which 
the body of the womb divides, Is placed one of the ovaries. 
When the animal arrives at a breeding age, a period of heat, or 
desire for the male, supervenes, accompanied by the discharge of 
one or more ova from the ovaries, which, If there be no contact 
with the male, will pass along the minute canals which permeate 
each horn of the uterus, and arriving at the genera] cavity of the 
organ, pass on Into the vagina and perlBh, when the period of 
heat will subside, until another ovum or a crop of them, are 
ready to be discharged, when the animal comes In heat as before; 
and this continues at Intervals until old age puts an end to the 
production of ova, and breeding ceases. What are these ova! 
They are exceedingly minute bodies, generally discoverable only 
by means of magnifying glasses; little membranous bags filled 
with fluid and containing a dark granule of peculiar substance, 
which Is the germ of the young that la to be. If all goe6 well. 
But, unless that germ be fertilized by the male, It cannot de¬ 
velop; It will never become a young one. Why not, who can 
tell! We say It is a law of nature. What do we mean by that! 
Let ub suppose, then, that In obedience to nature’s law, tbe germ 
furnished by the mother Is fertilized by the male; how does that 
come about! In this wise simply enough. Tbe male's testes 
furnish a peculiar fluid, whlcb, under the Influence of tbe sexual 
desire, Is discharged within the vagina of the mother that la to 
be. This fluid contains myriads of highly vitalized, actively mov¬ 
ing little bodies, which are revealed by tbe microscope as tiny 
tadpole shapeB. They glide along the mucous surfaces, aud pene¬ 
trating to the cavity of the womb, pursue their way along the 
channels of each horn of It to the ovary at Its extremity; and 
meetlDg the ovum In Its descent to the uterus, penetrate Its mem¬ 
braneous walls and disappear lu the fluid which surrounds the 
germ. And now, this germ so fertilized by these little sperma¬ 
tozoa, as they are called, becomes capable of development Into a 
young one like Its parents, aud tbe ovum becomes endowed with 
the power to form an attachment to the walls of the uterus,where, 
nourished by the blood of the mother, It will continue to grow 
until the time for birth arrives,when the womb contracts forcibly 
upon It and expels It into the world. We will not discuss the 
mysteries herein Involved; for why Bhould we, seeing that life 
Itself la a mystery, great and profound, beginning In au Impulse 
derived from a pre-existing life and ending In the dark, impenetra¬ 
ble mystery of mysteries, death! Leaving, then, these mysteries 
to the evolutionist to solve, we pass on to 6ee what more wc can 
discover about this young odb we are discussing. It is evident, 
tftat from the moment the spermatozoa penetrate the ovum in 
sufficient cambers to vivify the germ, there Is a new life begun, 
a new Individual Is generated. From that moment the service 
of the father is performed ; he may die now and the young one 
will not miss him. What is it that he has done! He haB fur¬ 
nished the organizing force which enables the germ to grow and 
be nourished and develop Into the young one; and the mother 
must now furnish tbe organlzable materials for its development 
and growth, until able to take care of Itself. Now, then, why 
may not an animal have two or more fathers by that process I 
The spermatozoa are known to retain their vitality within the or¬ 
gans of the female for a considerable number of days. The fe¬ 
male may, and, as a matter of fact, frequently does, receive more 
than one male; and what prevents spermatozoa from each animal 
received taking part In the fertilization of the ovum, we are not 
able to see. Again, It appears to be certainly possible that an 
ovum may be partially fertilized before being discharged from the 
ovary, and when at a subsequent beat, It Is discharged and fertil¬ 
ized by a different male, the young one so produced would cer¬ 
tainly have two fathers; and this may account for the young of 
one birth resembling the sire of the young of a former birth, as 
Is said sometimes to be the case. Now, both parents being of 
one species and healthy individuals, the young ought to resem¬ 
ble them In every Important detail of structure; and this will be 
tbe case In so far that tbe young shall be recognizable as of the 
Bame species with Its parents; but, nevertheless, there are mi¬ 
nute distinctions characteristic of every Individual, however 
numerous the species or breed may be. These observations have 
been roughly formulated Into tbe aphorism, “like breeds like,” 
whlcb is true, as just BbowD, only within certain limits 
It ts frequently observed that tbe offspring resembles more pre¬ 
cisely one of tbe parents than tbe other; or that, differing from 
both In some obvious particular, It resembles a more or 
less remote ancestor. At other times an individual Is born In 
the possession of striking characters not theretofore observed 
In any of Its ancestors. It must, therefore, be observed 
that individual variation Is as clearly a law of nature 
as that each animal shall bring forth after Its kind. It 
certainly Is not true that every Individual peculiarity of every 
animal Is Inherited, eltber from Its Immediate progenitor or from 
any remote ancestor. Let ns observe, that when an ovum is fer¬ 
tilized It possesses three tendencies, which strive to control Its 
development. The Influence of the sire, tbe Influence of tbe 
dam, aud tbe influence of its own individuality. But the influ¬ 
ence of either sire or dam may be modified by the influence of a 
more or less remote ancestor transmitted to the fertilized germ 
through them. If the animal grows more like either parent, 
we say that parent waa prepotent over the other; and if it Is more 
like Itself than either of them, which waa prepotent then! Has 


not the Individuality of the fertilized germ been to that extent 
more potent Id controlling Its organization and development than 
the inherited tendencies derived from either or both parents! 
Here we seem to get bach to the very foundation of variability, 
without which the breeder could accomplish nothing whatever; 
with whlcb, he is able to accomplish the most wonderful trans- 
formitlons In the breeds of domestic animals. It is evident that 
a profound knowledge of the laws of inheritance lies at the foun¬ 
dation of all success in the breeder’s art, which is more than acci¬ 
dental and temporary. 

Before we enter upon that subject more fully, it will he best 
to look briefly into some fundamental matters affecting the 
breeding capacity of males and females In general. It Is fre¬ 
quently observed that an animal, apparently phyelcally perfect, 
may be Incapable of reproduction, though of an age proper for 
breeding. In such a case, we say of a male that he Is Impotent, 
or of a female that she 1s barren. How Is this! The causes are 
various. A male ntay be born without testes, then surely he that 
hath not cannot give, or being born with them, may have been 
afterward cruelly deprived of them, when tbe matter is at an end 
If both be taken; but If one be taken, and the other left, it Is as 
If one eye be put out,wben the other sees better than before. The 
same Is true of the ovaries of the female; one, or even a small 
part of one, may produce healthy ova, and enable the female to 
bear young. Strangely enough, it has been observed that mal¬ 
position of the testes may prevent them from performing the 
function of nature. In horses, it Is not unusual for the testes to 
be retained in the abdomen, when invariably the seminal fluid 
secreted by them is destitute of spermatozoa; but if one of them 
descends, the aDimal will be capable of procreation. Why this 
Is, no reason Is apparent. Impotence In the male, barrenness in 
the female, may, of course, be the result of a great variety of 
diseases of the testes and ovaries. As, for Instance, destructive 
Inflammation, atrophy, or wasting of their substance, cancer, 
tubercle, or fatty degeneration. On the other hand, disease or 
defect may impair, without annihilating, the functions of these 
orgaus, aud. In that case, imperfect offspring must needs be tbe 
result. When the testes are perfect, the male is qot often Im¬ 
potent through defect of the auxiliary organs, but the case with 
the female Is different; for Instance, tbe uterus may be wautlDg, 
or Its vaginal opening (or os uteri) may be closed so that sper¬ 
matozoa cannot pass In, or the long and very contracted chan¬ 
nels through which tbe ova must pass on their way from the 
ovaries to the womb, may become obliterated by Inflammation, or 
cboked up with fat. Whatever be the obstruction, and wherever 
placed, so that the Bpermatozoa and the ovum, advancing toward 
the cavity of the uterus from opposite directions, cannot meet, 
no young can be produced. From anatomical considerations, It 
is plain that barrenness should be far more frequent In the 
female than impotence In the male, and, as a matter of fact, it 
Is. In animals possessing no physical defect, It yet sometimes 
happens that their fecundity Is lost or Impaired from various ex¬ 
ternal causes, such as extreme changes In the conditions of life. 
Some wild animals, though perfectly tamed, will not breed In 
captivity, even though they copulate freely. Even among domes¬ 
tic animals, transportation from one country to another occa¬ 
sionally produces loss or Impairment of fecundity, temporary or 
permanent. Such a change sometimes, on the contrary, renews 
lost or Impaired fecuodity. Sometimes a female will Dot con¬ 
ceive by a particular male not Impotent as regards other females, 
though she conceives readily by other maleB, for which fact no 
obvious reason can be assigned. A woman never conceives as 
the result of rape. Suoh facte are sufficient to suggest that there 
are many aud diverse waye lu which the fecundity of domestic 
animals may be increased or diminished, or even destroyed 
Usually at an age when there Is still left a considerable degree of 
physical vigor, females cease to breed; males, on the contrary, re¬ 
tain this power, sb a general thing, until deprived of it by that 
decrepitude of extreme old age—that general break-down of the 
physical powers, which Is tbe precursor of death. Males, too, 
are apt to be capable of procreation at an earlier age than females. 
The reproductive powers of the female Increase In vigor for some 
time after their first development, and are then, for a time, 
nearly station try, declining afterward, more or less rapidly, to 
extinction. That Is, If the breeding period of tbe life of a female 
be divided Into three parts, there will be more offspring in the 
middle than in either the flrst pr last periods. Hence, the in¬ 
ference would seem to be unjustified that the offspring born in 
this middle period would be more vigorous and perfect than those 
born before or afterward, but satisfactory evidence of such a 
fact is certainly wanting. The writer ia entirely aware that Indi¬ 
vidual cases count for little, yet be has, in the course of 
hia life, noted many cases which decidedly negative such an 
idea. In the human family, not uncommonly the first born, 
even of very young parents, is their most vigorous child; 
nor Is it discoverable that the children of the middle portion 
of the child-bearing period of the woptan’s life are more 
or less vigorous than those of the earliest or latest In any family. 
Again, It has been held, and with show of reason, that early ma¬ 
ternity is very certain to check the physical development of the 
young mother. But somewhat extensive observations, directed 
to this point, have convinced the writer that tblB apparently 
reasonable conclusion would be most difficult to verify. The 
fact Is, nature does not run ahead of safety to either parent or 
offspring in setting up this function. It Is, however, unques¬ 
tionably true, that highly artificial aud unnatural conditions of 
life may bring on the breeding period earlier than nature de¬ 
signed, and may thus endanger the life and health of both mother 
and offspring. Breeding too rapidly certainly Impairs the vigor 
of the mother, and shortens the breeding period. In all things 
the wise breeder will observe a prudent moderation, a cautious 
avoidance of extremes. In the next place, we may briefly exam¬ 
ine the relationship between the nutritive and reproductive func¬ 
tions. There can be no doubt that the reproductive function, 
like every other of the body, depends absolutely upon tbe nutri¬ 
tive for tbe materials which supply Its energies. Indeed, as Dr. 
Carpenter has remarked, the reproductive functions are exercised 
at the expense of the nutritive, and they are, to a certain degree, 
antagonistic to each other. Does not everybody kDow that when 
the nutritive functions are unduly active, and there Is rapid accu¬ 
mulation of fat, the breeding qualities of the animal are Im¬ 
periled! Whereas, on the other band, when the reproductive 
functions are suddenly lost or suspended, it Is a common re¬ 
mark that the tendency to take on fat becomes sometimes almost 
Irrepressible. Castration 1 b apt to be followed by obesity. If 
the parents be Insufficiently nourished, thetr offspring cannot be 
well developed and healthy. If tbe parentanlmals be excessively 
fed, not only will their fecundity be endangered, but their off¬ 
spring In this case also are likely to be enfeebled. In practice, 
nice judgment Is required to avoid leaning too f|r toward either 
extreme, but the perils of high feeding are less than those of 
starvation. Fecundity It said to be Impaired and finally lost, by 
long-continued Inbreeding; but this question mnst be discussed 
by itself. Finally, we observe that there may be a hereditary 
disposition to unusual fecundity, or, on the other hand, to dimin¬ 
ished fecundity or barrenness, which may be descendible either 
In tbe male orifemale line, for which the competent breeder will 
be on tbe lookout, and dispose of all each animals as breeders. 
It will be seen that we have avoided allusions to illustrative 
cases, as fsr as possible. There Is a sort of common stock In 


trade of this sort of material, the common property of authors 
Experience has taught the writer that much of this stock is com¬ 
posed of old odds and ends, traceable to uo responsible ultimate 
source, whereas many such cases, to which great importance 1 b 
sometimes given, are mere freaks of nature, without significance. 
Furthermore, principles dow generally recognized as established, 
need not be bolstered up by these cases so commonly used by 
book-makers as mere paddlDg. With reference to fecundity, 
then, the breeder should select his breeding animals .from fami¬ 
lies possessing that character In a marked degree, for it is dis¬ 
tinctly hereditary. He should select them free from tendency 
to excessive accumulation of fat, avoiding equally the opposite 
extreme of hard, unthrifty leanness. Let them be neither too 
small nor too large, but of medium size and thrifty habit; let 
them be subjected to no violent and sudden or extreme changes 
of treatment In any particular; do not let their sexual powers be 
overtasked, especially when young. We may now proceed with 
the discussion of the laws of hereditary descent. First of all, It 
la to be observed tbat tbe laws of Inheritance, which appear to be 
most firmly established and of tbe widest application, neverthe¬ 
less fall to operate In particular cases, whether such exceptions 
to general laws are themselves governed by other laws, cannot be 
stated with certainty. In every case It may be expected that the 
young animal will resemble Its parents so closely as not to be 
mistaken for any animal of a different kind from them. Yet, 
within this general limit variation may, and often does, take a 
wide range. The subject of Inheritance 1 b vague aud vast. Upon 
It have been written many volumes theoretically, but from a 
practical standpoint the most of them have scarcely proved use¬ 
ful. It cannot be doubted tbat every character, even the most 
trivial peculiarity, tends strongly to be Inherited. On the other 
hand, everybody knows tbat strong and very distinct Individual 
characters sometimes fall to be Inherited. When they fail, the 
question is. Do they fail in accordance with any general law! 
and it. must be confessed that while the existence of such a law or 
laws la strongly probable, it cannot be proven; and tbe most we 
can say is, such characters are most likely to be inherited; but 
they may not be, aud in case of failure, we are unable to suggest 
any reason for the non-loherltance. We possess no 

knowledge which onables us to predict or explain non- 
inheritance. Tbe ouly safe rule of practice Is to take 
for granted that all the characters of both parents will 
re-appear In their offspring. In this view of the ease, the 
breeder must rigidly exclude from his breeding stud every animal 
which departs in any important particular from the model of Us 
breed, or exhibits any objectionable character. It must be ob¬ 
served that the mental traits or Instincts of animals, as well as 
their physlcul peculiarities, tend strongly to be Inherited. It is 
the opinion of tbe writer tbat peculiar lnBtlnct6 and peculiarities 
of temper and disposition are more strongly and persistently In¬ 
herited than bodily or physical characters. Also, It must not be 
forgotten that acquired habits or instincts, which are the resalts 
of education and practice, are as distinctly hereditary as natural 
instincts. The converse of this proposition lsequally true, that Is to 
say, valuable educated Instincts, if not developed In the parents by 
practice and training, will, in a few generations, be lost or 
greatly impaired. Our meaning is, that a winning race-horse 
cannot be bred from parenta whose ancestors, for several genera¬ 
tions,have not been trained and raced. Or, what breeder of setters 
would hope to obtain a Held trial winner from parents which had 
not been broken or shot over, and whose ancestors bad not been, 
for several generations! A stallion and mare may be full of the 
blood of Rysdyck’s Hambletonlan and Mambrino Chief but ii 
neither they nor their immediate progenitors have had tbelr trot 
ting action or speed developed by training, there will be small 
hopes of breeding from eucb a pair a Goldsmith Maid. We de¬ 
sire to emphasize this point, and will return to It from time to 
time, as our subject develops. Furthermore, not simply the ex¬ 
ternal form and peculiar Instincts of parents, but the minute de¬ 
tails of thetr Internal structure are, for the most part, faithfully 
copied iu the offspring. It is essential that the skillful breeder 
Bball be master of all these minutiae. Hence, It Is not strange 
that the great breeders of the world should be nearly as few as 
the great captains of tbe first rank, strictly. To succeed In pro¬ 
ducing animals of the highest type demands of the breeder the 
possession, In tbe flrst place, of natural gifts of a very high or¬ 
der; and furthermore, much painstaking aud patient thought 
aud reflection. Random proceedings will not do. Neither is 
luck Itself of much account. We might now proceed at length to 
the detailed statement of Illustrative cases to show that every 
peculiarity of the animal organism may be hereditary. Tbe 
works of authors, especially of that wonderful man, Mr. Charles 
Darwin, abound In such details, from which we may make a few 
selections. As showing that fecundity Is hereditary, we may 
quote a few cases compiled by Dr. Miles lu bis work on “ 8toek 
Breeding.” Glrou tells of a mother who had twenty-four chil¬ 
dren, and her five daughters produced forty-six children. Lucas 
tells of a couple who bad nineteen children, and whose children 
and grandchildren were nearly all gifted with the same fecundity. 
The Short-horn cow, young Mary, had fourteen cow calves and 
one bull, and lived to twenty-one years of age. More pedigrees, 
says Allen, run to this cow than to any other half a dozen on 
record. After looking the matter up with some care, the writer 
Is of opinion that the tendency lo breed cow calves ts also 
strongly Inherited by many descendants of youDg Mary. Cer¬ 
tainly It would be well for tbe young breeder to observe that 
there are certain families among all highly-bred animals noted 
for fecundity, or the opposite character. Cases in point might be 
multiplied slmost Indefinitely, but it would be needless. That 
great speed 1 b hereditary will become evident from the turf his¬ 
tory of the descendants of such horses as Herod, Matcbem, 
Eclipse, Leilnaton, Hambletonlan, as well as the coursing per 
formances of the descendants of such dogs as Major and Snow 
ball. The feeding quality 1 b etroogly hereditary In all the im¬ 
proved breeds of animals which are valued as meat-producers, 
and more clearly so In the most valued families of particular 
breeds. Let the breeder also profit by the common observation 
that longevity is an Inherited peculiarity of many families. Dis¬ 
ease aud defects of every aortas Is well known, may be inherited, 
and even predispositions to those inherited may become their 
proximate cause in individuals. But wbat is, perbapB, most 
curious of all, is, that accidental roalmments, the result of dis¬ 
ease or even of violence, may be inherited In rare cases. The 
case of a stallion in France Is given by Trebonnals, which lost 
bis eyes as the result of disease, and all hie colts went blind be¬ 
fore reaching four years old. Blumenbach gives the case of a 
man whose little finger was nearly demolished and set, aWry, who 
had several sons born with the little finger so deformed on the 
same hand. Branded animals have beeD known to produce young 
with a similar mark in tbe game position. All these facte go to 
show tbat every peculiarity of the individual, however acquired, 
may be reproduced in the offspring, and the wise and skillful 
breeder will govern blmeelf accordingly. The question has been 
raised whether the power of hereditary transmission Is greater in 
the male or female parent, other things being equal. It bas been 
frequently observed that the yotfhg produced by a pair of ani¬ 
mals tend more strongly to resemble one or the other parent. 
When this power to transmit his own likeness and peculiarity 8 
to his offspring Is strongly developed In an animal, he Is said to 
be prepotent. .

Very nice, doubtless, from a 
marksman’s (pure and simple) point of view; but there Is no 
sportsmanship In It. WbereaB, take a good dog, If you cannot 
afford a brace, and from the moment he becomes aware of the 
vicinity of game, you share In his enjoyment.

Yet he draws, uncertain, 
for the hundredth part of a second, and lo! there he Is! stiff and 
staunch! as though carved In marble.

Color Markings and Coat of the Dog. 


Color markings, by naturalists esteemed trivial, of constant 
variability, and of no appreciable value as a guide for the group¬ 
ing of living organisms, hold notwithstanding In the appreciation 
of many breeders a place of transcendent worth. In some strains, 
however, man's fantastical whims set a higher value on shades of 
color than In others, for there are breeds wherein the external 
markings arc of themselves alone sufficiently potent to deter¬ 
mine whether a dog Is of surpassing merit, or only fit to be dis¬ 
carded. 

in other breeds, though more than a Blngle clasB of color mark¬ 
ings be allowed, still there are hues to which a greater worth Is 
attached; on this account a sifting out of the causes which In¬ 
fluence propagation, transmission, and perpetuation of colors 
would lead to the disclosure of facts that must materially lessen 
the difficulties which breeders experience In obtaining certain 
markings, more clearly defined, and of more frequent occurrence, 
so as to obviate the repudiation of so many whelps not displaying 
the needful characteristics. 

The laws which govern the distribution and time of appear¬ 
ance of colors are difficult to learn, being In the present state 
of our knowledge but dimly understood. For who Is to say 
whether the union of black with red strains will produce 
red dogs with black muzzles, or whether the result of the com¬ 
bination will be manifested in animals either black-and-tan, or of 
red brlndle markings? Who will be so bold as to forecast 
whether the union of breeds that are respectively black or white, 
will be remarkable for a progeny pied or merely blue? Can any 
one without a previous knowledge of the cross predict whether 
the pairing of aulmals that are on the one band red, and on the 
other white, will be followed by an offspring with color blotches, 
or simply fawn or cream? Perhaps three strains, black, red, and 
white, may be Incorporated Into one line, and who can foretell, 
from these data alone. If the new breed will be more prone to 
assume a blue fawn hue, or .brlndle markings,with shades of fawn 
or blue? In fact, what Is there lo lead a breeder to expect that 
one or other of the foregoing results will be the reward of his 
designed selection of colors In the parents; and still further, bow 
is he to know that the colors will blond to any extent, whatever, 
rather than appear In the progeny In one case or another as dis¬ 
tinct as in their forefathers? The determination, therefore, of 
exact color markings Is a task Involved In difficulty, and the 
desired hues are most usually obtained by a rigid selection of 
parents, and afterward of offspring most nearly conforming In 
these markings to the type required. On the other hand, some 
breeders, by a careful selection of opposing colors In the parents, 
hope to obtain from a doubtful lottery a combination of hues In 
the whelps such as Is desired, and whollv dissimilar to those of 
the former generation. 

Whilst, then, the paths which the breeder has to tread are 
dubious, leading to no certain result, an Investigation of the facts 
relating to the texture and color of the coat of tbe dog, may 
ultimately throw sufficient light on the subject to make the 
shortest route for the attaining of tbe desired goal more easily 
discerned. 

The coat of Ibe dog family Is characterized by the presence of 
four different kinds of hair, three of which are distributed pretty 
generally over the body, whilst the fourth, or bristly variety, Is 
found In the whiskers and on the moles of the face. These coats 
were originally intended to answer different purposes, but, In the 
domesticated varieties of the dog, are not always very distinctly 
defined. All are protective; the first, short and woolly, forms a 
covering Impervious to cold; the second, a little longer, 
stralghler, of more strength, aod constituting the usual visible 
covering, Is evidently a shield against rain, dust, dirt, and so 
forth; the third, long and bristling, occasionally very wiry, Is, 
when well developed, a kind of coat of mall against tbe contact 
aod friction of under wood, bushes, and other torelgu objects 
through which the animal has to pass. The whiskers and bristles 
of tbe facial moles are tactile organs. 

On examining the Coat of a fawn, granite-gray, or brlndle mas¬ 
tiff with fawn ground color, the woolly coat la found to be some¬ 
what short, Inclined to curl, and of a light red or yellowish hue; 
the constituent hairs spring lo clusters, tbe follicles being all to¬ 
gether, with the skin around, hairless. Within the pad of tbe 
foot, between the toes, nothing but this variety Is to be found, 
where lo fawn dogs It Is usually of a much redder hue than on 
the body. 

The stronger, stralghter coat Is often quite white, but If not, 
Is usually of a much lighter shade than of tbe Intermingled woolly 
balr. 

The third, wiry and longest coat, Is more sparsely scattered, Is 
fawn at tbe root, whilst the hair from tbe middle to tbe tip is 
black, or may sometimes be black at both root and tip, and fawn 
or transparent in the middle, much resembling horsehair. 

Tbe common aud lighter coat, or second variety, is found most 
abundantly and of greater strength on the back of tbe thighs and 
under surface of tbe tall, where the woolly coat Is very deficient. 

Tbe dark wiry balr Is to be seen most plentifully on the muz 
zle, where It Is for Its thickness very short, on tbe back and upper 
surface of tbe tall, where It Is much longer, but especially at the 
loweT part of the Inside of the ear, where both the other varie¬ 
ties are absent. Tbe common harder hair, but particularly the 
dark, wiry description, unlike tbe woolly covering, does not arise 
In tufts, but from Isolated follicles, although dark hairs of small 
size are also found at times In the tutfs of wool. 

In the parts where the coat Is short and black, tbe wiry coat 
appears to be more abundant; for Instance, tbe ears and muzzle 
—here It la close, short, and very dark, tbe woolly coat Instead of 
being a pure fawn Is brown, whilst tbe common lighter colored, 
or white hairs, may be more or less sparsely scattered, forming 
the white blaze and gray markings. One thing, however, Is evi¬ 
dent, that though each coat la usually marked by a particular 
strength, distribution and color, still the latter quality Is one 
only of degree, as In these coats It Is deeper or lighter, according 
to the shade of tbe part in which It la found. 

The loDg disseminated and wiry black-tipped hairs are often, In 
a brief Inspection, overlooked, but they are notably a feature of 
the hairy covering of wolves. Looking at a gray or grizzled 
wolf from the front, the shoulder blades appear to be enveloped 
In a thin cloud of black, and stouter bristles projecting freely 
from the general covering. Tbe same thing la very apparent In 
somfe mastiffs, though lo t less degree, as fashion and crosses 
have reduced tbe strength of the balr. 

So strong Is tbe tendency of red, black, and white markings In 
tbe mastiff and older strains of the bulldog to appear In tbe form 
of brlndle bands, that some naturalists have been led to suppose 
that the Mollosslan race, with Its vast size and powerful Jaws, has 
been derived In a direct line from the hyena as a group distinct 
from other dogs, whilst others have fixed on the approximate 
prototype of the group when naming Cattle tricolor as the com¬ 
mon ancestor of these huge and brindled doge, the maintenance 
of tbe same form, bulk, and color markings through unnumbered 


ages, despite inevitable and frequent crossing, Indicating an origin 
specifically distinct, which the refusal to blend of shape, size, and 
distribution of hues only too plainly determines. 

The color of the hair seems to be Intimately correlated with 
that of tbe skin, and I have cloeely watched the changes In color 
of hair and nails In pupplea from the time of birth to adult age. 
In tbe mastiff fawn whelps have at a very early date a greater 
abundance of the two coarser coats than at a later period In 
life, the woolly covering being relatively more deficient Thus 
the whelps are often decidedly black and white, though at an age 
of a few months a pure granite-gray or dark fawn with a very slight 
presence of white, almost Invariably supplant the dial net and 
well-marked hues of puppyhood. Associated with tbe darkness 
of the coat of whelps, and the presence of the longer and wiry 
covering, Is tbe appearance In some strains of a dark fluffy pile 
enveloping the whole body. To such an extent did this exist In 
one of the last litters reared by the late Miss Agllonby that the 
suggestion of an Immediate cross with the Bt. Bernard either as 
the result of accident or otherwise, occurred to my mind. So 
great was tbe visibility and length of the pile, that I at once be¬ 
came convinced by this stamp of Impurity of tbe worthlessness 
of the strain. I have also seen a similar pile In a kennel where 
I expected better blood, lo a litter derived from Bamfonl’e Samp¬ 
son, tracing back to Pemberton's Why Not and Bill George’s 
Tiger. This pile Is followed In the adult dog by a coat, if not 
curly, yet decidedly waving, especially along the middle line of 
the back, aud on the tall, where It always Is much coarser and 
more wiry, even lu more thinly coated dogs. Convinced by the 
absence of such features In two mastiff breeds absolutely pure, 
that tbe character of tbe coat in the former cases was due to a 
cross, I determined to sift the matter out, aod subsequent re¬ 
search more than confirmed original suspicion. 

In some Instances tbe nails are at birth all white, but soon be¬ 
come black at the root. In these cases tbe skin of the pads Is 
very black. 8ometlmes both nails and pads are quite black at 
birth. Some nails remain white throughout life, and then the 
pads are also of the same color; others gradually become dark, 
or are streaked on one side. Here the pad also slowly changes 
from pink nr white to black, and as the skin next the root of the 
nail Is changed In hue, so subsequently tbe horny material re¬ 
ceives black coloring matter, but if one side of the pad only be¬ 
comes black, the other remaining pink, the distribution of color 
In tbe nail may also be similarly restricted. Most of these 
changes take place within the first six or nine months of life, but 
a few white nulls aod pads may be modified In hue during the 
whole period of adolescence. Cases of retrogression lu the nails 
are rare. I have, however, observed, as age advanced aud health 
declined, a fading of the black to a kind of gray, but the hair 
often changes, especially after prolonged 111-health. 

A similar slow development of color Is witnessed In the region 
of the lips, and In the white blaze near the nostrils. Tbe skin 
In these places Is often pink, and tbe hair white long after birth; 
gradually, however, black pigment appears In the former, and 
tbe light hairs either likewise become black or are supplanted 
by a second crop of this hue. In other portions of the body 
changes In tbe relative proportions of tbe three elements of the 
coat take place. Careful grooming, housing, aod want of rough 
work diminish and eradicate tbe wiry black-tipped coat. Heat, 
soft warm bedding, and a lair tree from draughts, and kept at a 
constant temperature, reduce tbe thickness of the woolly cover¬ 
ing, the lighter coat of medium strength being left, and thus It 
is often asserted that fireside warmth and the comforts of domes¬ 
tication tend to render animals white. I fancy, however, that 
too much stress la laid on these Influences, as apart from the 
coat In question being less decidedly and Invariably white than 
the theory demands, we have a preponderance of white animals 
In cold climates, as tbe Polar bear, wolf, and hare, etc., whilst tbe 
llrype or ptarmigan Is a well-known example amoDgst birds; and, 
on the other band, red, fawn, and brown are the prevalent 
colors amongst tropical quadrupeds. 

Tbe refusal to blend of the three typical colors of pure mastiff 
races, Is one of tbe great features of tbe breed, and even strongly 
permeates the crosses. 

The Oriental orTblbetlan mastiff Is marked by a black and tan 
patch just above the Inner corner of each eye; a very similar 
marking la found In the same position In the pure Cuban and 
Lyme Hall mastiffs, In both these cases, where the black points 
are well marked, a more or less distinct ting of black encircling 
the eyes and producing a spectacled dog; these are ibe special 
mastiff markings, which, together with the black muzzle and 
ears, grizzled chest, black nails, line down back and tall, and 
brlndle bands on tbe shoulders and flanks, more nearly conforms 
to the character of the prototype, whether It was, as some think, 
an actual hyena, or Canit tricolor, modified by domestication aod 
occasional crosses. But, however this may be, find the mastiff in 
what clime you may, fawn or tan Is the genuine ground color; 
In tbe Thlbetian dog this is nearly overwhelmed with black. In 
the great Danish mastiff black and white have blended to form 
the blue spots and markings, whilst In tbe Cuban, Lyme Hall, 
and In the crossed varieties, fawn of various sbadeB Is predomi¬ 
nant. But, above all, the refusal of tbe colors to blend even In 
a single hair Is very remarkable, and I have known the members 
of litter after litter separate Into constituent colors, some whelps 
brlndle, nearly black, whilst others were of the purest fawn. 

If, then, tbe breeder has In view the formation of a strain of 
some particular color or markings, or characterized by a strength 
of coat different to that possessed by the animals from which he 
desires to bring about these results, It were as well for him to 
fully recognize the accidental combinations and conditions which 
In nature conduce to results of a similar kind. By thus taking 
lessons from a more expert hand, and adopting the precepts of 
such a teacher, the haphazard system of combining unjlke colors 
In the hope of obtaining special shades and markings, and tbe 
more certain, yet perhaps slower method, of a gradual selection 
of hues nearly and more nearly approaching the desired type, may 
obtain material help-by the rational adoption of means which 
are not haphazard, but lead to an invariable and definite result, 
natural and more lasting, because In conformity with nature’s 
ruling. 

The colors of the coat, therefore, being In each breed more or 
lees limited to one or other of the constituent elements, though 
varying widely In kind and Intensity In the different races them¬ 
selves, It may readily be perceived that If the breeder should de¬ 
sire the predominance of some particular hue, tbe system of rear¬ 
ing and keeping must be such as to encourage the growth of that 
coat In which the color resides, or of those two coats by a blend¬ 
ing of whose hues the desired tint la produced. 

Dark hues and unyielding texture are found In the wiry coat, 
and a hardy life, coarse, but wholesome food, an<J exposure to 
rough work In brush-wood, underwood, and heath, with an ab¬ 
sence of high temperatures, are found to be tbe correlated con¬ 
ditions of existence. 

Lighter hues are associated with the woolly coat, which Is 
present In excess In the white-haired animals of Arctic and Al¬ 
pine regions. Where cold and a hardy life In underwood, etc., 
are combined, the animals often assume an Intermediate shade, 
aud are gray, sandy, or grizzled. 

The general hairy coat, more often of a lighter color, Is more 
Intimately associated, both in Its origin and hues, with the woolly 
covering,and la white In tbe fauugqf the Arctic regions. An effemi¬ 


nate system of breeding, with over feeding, too great warmth,wantof 

rough, vigorous exercise, and so forth, produce light colors, thlu 
fine coat, and weak constitutions, easily, under mismanagement' 
resulting In rickets and general malformation, whilst rough work 
In brush, heath, and underwood, with hardy rearing, generally 
conduce to dark or grizzled colors, wiry, coarse hair, and strong 
constitutions, greater depth of chest, and height for height, role- 
tlvely smaller weight, though ultimately au absolutely greater 
bulk. Thus the breeder, In desiring these properties and adopt¬ 
ing tbe other system of rearing, is waging a conflict with nature, 
and though temporarily altalnlug his desire, finds his labor boob 
less In the end, for In each successive generation tb'e colors fade 
texture wanes, and qualities decline.— Corioli, In Fancier i’ 
Chronicle.

This produced a great deal of unpleasant 
newspaper controversy, and to a spirit of spite the San Francisco clubs 
tried their ntmost to have our shoot stopped, and Iu order to balk any 
attempt we might make to organize a state club, they proceeded to or¬ 
ganize one in San Francisco; it was In the love feast stylo, in order to 
make a showing they got together members of varloue clnbs In thie city, 
bnt only two gnu clubs were represented. 

Owing to the position that had been manifested upon the part of a 
few. It woe deemed best by the Forester Clnb to leave the subject of or¬ 
ganization In the hands of .the representatives of visiting clubs, and It 
was so stated upon the grounds,and thus far no action ha ■» been taken in 
the matter, ana probably will not be nntil after their return and consul¬ 
tation with their respective clnbs. 

After the sbdot was over, U. Megerle, taxidermist, of Ibis city, pre¬ 
sented the shooters with two cases of stuffed birds, one of the cases 
containing four species of quails, and the other a woodcock aDd rails. 
The present was greatly appreciated by the shooters. The conditions 
under which these were to he contested for were, each shooter to shoot 
from the 88-ysrd score and walk toward the trap, and while between 
the point of starling and the 28 yard score, trap to bo sprung. Thie in¬ 
novation was suggested by Mr. Megerle ns a means of bringing trap 
•hooting nearer to that of field shooting. There were 81 entries, and In 
to the cases of bird* a purse or$77.50 was made up, which was 
divided Into prizes. This match was to be ahot at akxsingle birds each.

A subscriber writes us from Camden, N. J.: 

“ I hear you are going to have another gun trial. Now, why 
not make It as complete as possible, and test the different Amer¬ 
ican breech-loading ahot gune, In a style something like the Lon¬ 
don Field trial of last year! A good test would settle the claims 
for which each gun asserts Its excellence, and It would be Qf In¬ 
calculable benefit to sportsmen, who, In these days, want to know 
which gun Is really the best made in this country.” 

Our correspondent has been misinformed. We Intended to 
have had a rifle trial, and a powder trial of the Dlttmar pow¬ 
der with the different brands of black powder, American and 
English, and also with the 8cbultze powder, but the sad and sud¬ 
den death of Mr. Joseph W. Long, who was to have conducted 
these trials, has compelled us to postpone them for the present, 
until we can find some one competent and reliable to attend to 
the details of getting everything In readiness, and to conduct the 
experiments strictly In accordance with the objects for which the 
trials are Inaugurated. 

Another shot gun trial we do not propose to have, excepting to 
settle one or two questions which have suggested themselves to 
us since our last trial. We certainly should not give one on the 
plan our correspondent proposes, as such trials prove nothing. 

Hold a gun trial every month for a year, and let there be 
twelve competitors from among our best gun makers, from the 
first to the last trial, with the privilege of using fresh guns In 
each trial, and the odds would be largely In favor of one maker 
not wlonlng three times, and more than likely, not twice. 

It is all nonsense to be influenced In the purchase of a gun by 
the fact that the maker has won a trial; the winning gun Is valu¬ 
able to possess, because It has provcu what It caD do; but It lean 
error to suppose that the maker can produce another of equal 
merit lu pattern and penetration. He might try for fifty years 
and never get one like It, and yet the very first effort might pro¬ 
duce a better gun. In order to get his gun to make the pattern 
and penetration which won the trial, he might have ruined fifty 
pairs of barrels, and again the barrels of the winning gun may 
have been the first pair bored, for It Is a fact no gun maker can 
contract to duplicate the pattern snd penetration of any gun he 
has made. 

To suppose that any gunmaker possesses a'secret by which be 
can bore guns superior to any one else In the trade, Ib simply 
absurd. The different principles of boring are known alike and 
understood by all the makers, snd there Is, really, no difference 
In the shooting qualities of the guns of the best makers. They 
all shoot well, and when one does not ktll it Is not the fault of 
the gun, but of the man behind It. 

It Is true two men may own a gun each by different makers, 
and one, which Is very probable, will shoot better than the other, 
but two other guns by the same makers may be found, which 
would reverse the results In the first case, and make honors easy. 
Hence those trials which we hear of, and are made by Individ¬ 
uals of guns of different make, amount to Dotting. The 
results are just so much trash, aud prove nothing. The guns 
tested are usually the property of different owners, borrowed for 
the occasion; and a pertinent questloo, therefore, arises whether 
the use each had been subjected to was alike, not only In the 
leDgtb of time In use, and the number of shots fired from each, 
but also the care each bad received; whether In all respects 
they were io the same condition. Some of those who have been 
making experiments, sre probably not aware that the shooting of 
a gun has been changed, and can be changed, by scouring It with 
emery dust. The same thing has occurred from the barrel be- 
-comlng Indented,and the Indent having been taken out. Now then, 
how easy for any of these circumstances to be present. Again, 
might not some of the guns have been bored, according to the 
directions of their owners, to shoot close, moderately dose, or 
open! 


Another question which suggests Itself Is whether the guns 
were ahot from the shoulder or from a machine rest. If from 
the shoulder the opportunities for pattern were not equal, as no 
man can bold a gun twice, exactly alike. A gun can be tested 
properly only by being shot from a machine rest, In which the 
gun Is secured, such as we used In our trials. The next 
question Is, was the penetration tested by paper In padet It so, 
It proveB nothing. The only plan by which accurate penetration 
can be obtained, Is by that which we used In our trials,which con¬ 
sisted of a target made of a facing of 1^ Inch pine, 30 Inches In 
width and 40 Inches high, for recording a thirty-inch pattern, and 
In the center of the faclDg an aperture seven by nine Inches, In 
the direct rear of which was the test for recording the striking 
force of the pellets, which consisted of a rack slotted at Intervals 
of three-quarters of an Inch, tu which slots were placed sheets of 
straw board of uniform texture aDd thickness. 

As proof of the unreliability of tests made with paper pads we 
mention the fact, perhaps not generally known, that with cheap 
powder better penetration can be obtained with paper pads, than 
with the higher grades of powder, sloce the quick, strong powder 
drives the shot with such force against the paper pad that the 
pellets are flattened by the time they have penetrated a few sheets 
of the pad,whereas with the slower powder the shot Is not thrown 
with each force and doeB not flatten against the pad, but pene¬ 
trates deeper. With the system referred to before, which we 
adopted at onr trials, the sheets of straw board being separated, 
there Is not the solid msss the psper pad presents to resist and 
flatten the shot, consequently it Is enabled to contlnne Its course 
until It has spent Its force, and correct penetration can be ob¬ 
tained. To demonstrate the Inaccuracy and fallacy of trials with 
paper pads we made some experiments with them in our trials, 
the results of which were Incorporated In the report of our trials. 

With these facts before ns,and when we know that many a forty 
dollar gun wlU give as good pattern and penetration as one which 
costs two hundred and fifty dollars, It Is evident how absurd It Is 
to be Influenced In the purchase of a gun by the result of a pri¬ 
vate or public trial. That which the purchaser of a gun wants to 
look to is the material In the gun and the mechanism. These 
are what should Influence the purchaser, and not the target a 
gun from the same manufacturer made In a private or public 
trial. The gun which gives the most for the money Is the gun 
to buy. They all shoot well enough, and If, after purchasing, a 
gun Is found to 6hoot too close or not dose enough, an expendi¬ 
ture of six dollars will remedy the difficulty. 

It Is not claiming too much, for It Is generally conceded, that 
our gun trial gave sportsmen more practical Information than 
any trial which was ever held, for It was Inaugurated, not to try 
to solve a question impossible of solution, which manufacturer 
made the best shooting guD, but to demonstrate certain theories 
and dissipate others; to decide which gauge of gun at certain 
distances was the most killing weapon, the charges most suitable 
for the different gauges,and the methods of loading, by which the 
best results could be obtained. Tbla was our object, and this we 
accomplished. 

The rlfie and powder trials we have Dot abandoned, but when 
we have obtained the right man to carry but our ideas, we shall 
commence preparations,and shall make our testa as soon as prac¬ 
ticable. 

SOLDIER'S AS SPORTSMEN. 

The opportunities afforded the officers and enlisted men of the 
United States army during the past fifteen years to become ex¬ 
pert riflemen and successful hunters have not by any means been 
neglected. Upon a recent Investigation of this subject we have 
been surprised to learn to what an extent these opportunities 
have been Improved. Nearly every regiment In the army has seen 
more or less of frontier service since 1865, having been engaged In 
Indian campaigns In the far West, where both large and small 
game are so plentiful as to awaken In the mind of the most stolid 
individual a taste for shooting. 

Imagine a regiment, a company, or a detachment of troops, 
moving through a country where deer, elk, antelopes, Rocky 
Mountain sheep, etc are seen within easy range of the column 
almost every hour In the day. Under such circumstances there 
sre few men, no matter how Indifferent to the pleasures of the 
chase naturally, but who must sooner or later become enamored 
of Its fascinations and long for permission and au opportunity 
to make an occasional Bbot. 

Commanding officers In the frontier service have for years 
recogoized the Importance of encouraging banting in the army In 
order to make the men as perfect soldiers, as good Indian fighters 
and as thorough frontiersmen as possible, but It Is only recently 
that the war department has been led to look at the matter In Its 
true light, and the resnlt Is the following order from the Adju¬ 
tant General of the army.

General orders No. 9. 

The following letter from the War Department Is published for 
the Information of all concerned: 

War Department, j 
Adjutant General’s OFFifffc, >• 
Washington, August 24,1880. ) 

To the Commanding General, Military Division of the Missouri, 

Chicago, Illinois: 

Sir— The attention of the Secretary of War and the General 
of the army has been called to the practice at soeqe military posts 
of giving officers “leave of absence” for the purpose of hunting. 
As such absence, beyond a period of twenty-four hours, must be 
charged as leave of absence, and In this way tend to discourage 
huntlDg, which In many ways Is so advantageous to the service 
by familiarizing officers aud men with the country, and preparing 
them for efficient service, the General of the army, with the ap¬ 
proval of the Secretary of War, directs that hereafter, permission 
to bant be not considered as a leave of absence or charged as 
each, If the officer, on his return to his station, files with hla 
commanding officer a certificate that hla absence has been em¬ 


ployed solely In bunting, and furnishes ss complete a description 
of the country passed over as olrcamstances permit.

As this order states, It has been the practice heretofore when 
officers were absent from their commends for the purpose of 
hunting, to charge up the time ao spent, as on leave of absence 
against the thirty days to which each officer Is entitled each year 
and to place him on half pay during such time. Now this prac¬ 
tice Is abolished; and, furthermore, orders have been Issued 
allowing government stock, such as horses, wagons, ambulances 
amunttlon, &c., to be used for this purpose, and officers are en¬ 
joined to encourage as far aa possible hunting among the enlisted 
mou, to give them permission to hunt, whenever such permis¬ 
sion Is asked, If consistent with their other duties, and to detail 
and send out such men as do not ask to go and have no taste for 
hunting, with those who ask permission to go, in order that such 
may form a taste for It If possible. This has been the custom 
tor years past, but as stated above, never, until recently with the 
approval of the war department, 

The good effects of thte training are plainly visible to every 
one who studies the soldier of to-day. At least three-fourths of 
the officers and men, alike, are skillful riflemen, more so than 
they could ever be made by mere target practice. Many of them 
will cut down an antelope.or other large animal at one to two 
hundred yards on the nrn, three times out of five; they 
are good judges of distance, and will adjust their sights Bnd 
bring down their game at five to six hundred yards, when stand¬ 
ing shots can be had, with about the same degree of cer¬ 
tainty. Then they are all thorough frontiersmen. The long 
jaunts they take, generally In small parties, for the purpose of 
hunting, gives them a much better knowledge of the country than 
they could otherwise get, aud teaches them that moat Important 
qualification of a soldier, self reliance. 

A single man, officer or private soldier, Is frequently sent with 
dispatches from one post or command to another, at distances of 
fifty, a hundred, and even two hundred miles, and In many In¬ 
stances, over country he never saw before; yet so accurate Is his 
knowledge of the western country in general, so unerrlog his 
judgment as to location, distance, the course of streams, etc., 
that he makes these expeditions with as perfect certainty as 
does the native Indian or professional Bcout. The country 
through which be passes may be Infested with bands of hostile 
Indians, but the soldier evades them snd covers up his own trail 
with all the cunning of one of their own number. And much of 
this skill is due to the soldier being ao frequently thrown upoD 
his own resources, when hunting alone, or nearly so, sod, per¬ 
haps, many miles from his command. 

All these qualities come lDto good play In Indian warfare, 
which Is the principal purpose for which we keep a standing 
army, and would render the men equally effective In case of a 
war with any foreign nation. The only cause of regret la that 
so much hunting by the troops, to a certain extent, tends to 
thin out the game; but as they are debarred from the comforts of 
civilization and are subjected to all the hardships of a constant 
frontier life, we can not deny them the sport they may obtain in 
this way, and which tends to make them more efficient soldiers.

Sweet wrote Part V on the “ Western Lake Superior District.” 
Major T. B. Brooks prepared Part VII on “ Menominee Iron 
Region,” and Prof. T. C. Chamberlain, the chief geologist, col¬ 
lated Part VI, the observation of the late Mr. 8trong on the 
“Upper St. Croix District.”

“gone‘hunting.’" I know we tried the patience of our professors,

Morganfleld as a Resort Tor Shooting and Fishing.

Autumnal dews, rustle beneath hla feet. Neither the honk, honk 
of passing geese; the quack of the mallard; the "gentle whi¬ 
ter of the woodcock's wing,” nor the scape of the enlpe, In their 
season, seem to arouse the same degree of enthusiastic ardor' to 
rejuvenate so completely the lover of gun Bnd aog, whom the 
season’s toll has enervated, ae does the prospective whirr of little 
Bob Whlte'e wing, heard as he burets from the heavy stubble 
and rushes to that thicket which fringes the dell. Imagine the 
rest, 01 Mohawk, and let ua descend from the heights attempted, 
to our mundane sphere, where peers wondering at our circumvo¬ 
lution, await the cat&atrophe. 

Reference to a map of Kentucky will show on the southwest 
border of Union county a long narrow Blough known as Cypress 
Above this slough and parallel with the Ohio river, are numerous 
lakelets, the most prominent of which Is Geiger’s Lake.

Rost in Gon Barrels.—M ount Vernon, N. Y .—Editor Chi¬ 
cago Field :—I read with Interest tbe opinions published in your 
paper In regard to the rust lu breech-loaders; and I fully agree 
with those who hold that the rast Is caused by the fulminate of 
the cap not having proper egress. Having reached the cause, 
now for tbe remedy. As the fulminate from the cap attacks the 
Iron, It Is evident that, If we could coat the Interior of the barrel 
with some substance Impervious to tbe action of the cap, tbe 
barrel would not mat. But this la Impracticable; eo we muat look 
for something else aa s remedy. This remedy Is aa follows: 
First, use good powder; second, good wads, and third, do not 
clean your gun, the moist powder crust will protect the Iron from 
rust. Whon you wish a day's shooting, draw the cleaner through 1 
the barrels, and you will find them shining like s “ trade dollar ’’ 
fresh from the mint. I have followed the above plan for nearly ^ 
a year, and I have never seen any nut ln the barrels during tbe !

Dubuque, Iowa. —The prairie chicken season being about over, 
a few words In retrospect may not be uninteresting to your read¬ 
ers. I have been over a large portion of Northern Iowa and Min¬ 
nesota, and found the shooting very uncertain; In some localities 
the young birds were drowned out, to a great extent, in others 
they were at least as plentiful as usual. At Cresco. Iowa, the 
first open day of the season a bag of thlrty-flve showed twenty- 
six old blrda. At Austin, Minn., out of thirteen, nine were old 
ones; while at Blooming Prairie, Minn., I met a party that had 
ahot over that country for several seasons; they could not make 
decent bags this year, with any amount of work. North and 
west In Minnesota birds were plenty enough. There seemed to 
be a section of country beginning with the northerly tier of 
counties ln Iowa and running 4 far north as 8t. Paul, Minn., In 
width varying from fifty to a hundred miles, that suffered badly 
rrom the wet. I wrote you something of tbls kind ln July last, 
but was laughed at by another correspondent, who, perhaps, 
Judged from his own Immediate neighborhood. “ He laughs beat 
who l.ugba last.” History repeats Itself. It Is astonishing the 
number of hunters one meets, even In the wildest country, from 
New York, Boston, Syracuse, Detroit, Chicago, from everywhere 
and anywhere; every baggage car had Its quota of setters or 
pointers, and.the local shooters, "their name la legion.” Two 
or three "eeks after the 15th of August It Is not easy to find any 
vtigtnaoll. Every town, no matter bow small, baa Its hunters, 
and the poor birds have a weary time of It for a while.

In the reign of King Ceorge l had F 
not seen M. Perrault’s grand book and taken many a bint from It e 
As I have a special point In the anatomy of the lion which I J- 
wish to notice In this article, let ns see what our author says 
about the lion. He says the size of the head, which Is rema, ' ka ‘ t 
ble In this animal, consists principally In the extraordinary abuud- 
ance of muscles which cover tbe Bkull, and tbe great size of the P 
bones which compose the jaws. The tall does not appear to be of * 
the same thickness from one end to the other, the cause bel g 
the inequality of the hair with which It ^ covered. The mane s 
not a different kind of hair than than of the body, bnt Is simply f 

'°jfon8. Perrault does not say a word about tbe existence of a « 
claw at the end of the lion’s tall. This Is a very old myth. The 
story Is that the Hon has a claw at the end of his tall, by means 
of which he lasbeB himself into fury. 8ome years ago a great 
discussion took place on this point, and I examined the tails of 
a great many lions. The origin of the Idea Is the fact that oc¬ 
casionally is found, right In the center of the tuft of hair at the 
end of the tail, a hardened tip of skin which looks somethtag like 
a claw. I would ask my readers to search for this tall claw In all 
specimens of lions’ skins to which they have access, especially In 
such places as the establishments of taxidermists, museum gal¬ 
leries. and furriers’ shops. 

The very peculiar formation of the lion’s tongue did not escape 
the notice of our anatomist, but he does not say ranch about It. 

I have now In my hand the dried tongue of a lion; It Is covered 
with sharp-pointed horny paplllse, set very thickly upon Its sur¬ 
face The papillae on the.front portion of the tongue are much 
larger than those In the rear part of the tongue, but the smaller 
ones are set much closer together than those in front. Each 
paplllse consists of a horny spine, the point of which Is carved 
and set directly backward, reminding me much of the sptnee on 
the tall of the thornback ray. On applying this lion s tongue to 
the cheek, I find that tbe roughness la so great that with a little 
pressure a wound might easily be made In the human skin. The 
nse of this Is to scrape off tbe meat from the bones of theani 
male, for the lion is not a great bone eater—he leaves tbe bones 
for the hyenas to crack, these anlmale having teeth especially 
constructed for the cracking of bones. This pecunar roughness 
of the tongue la also present, but In a less degree, In he common 
cat and It may be seen when the cat Is tapping milk, 8t | 11 
better If the tongue of the cat be taken ont, put for a while In 
spirits, and then pinned out tight on a board. This rough tongue 

la of great Importance to the health of the lion. 

The feeding of sick Hons, tlgera, etc., as I mentioned my 
article of August 7, No. 769, on Mr. Sanger a menagerie at Mar¬ 
gate, both my friend Mr. Bartlett and myself co £* ld f 
quite a modern Idea; but It appears that the Mr. Bartlett of the 
Park of Vincennes, two hundred years ago, also knew It, but he 
did not put It In practice In the clever way that does the present 
superintendent of our Zoological Gardens. Monsieur Perrault 
received a lion which had been sick for some time. He was puz¬ 
zled by certain appearances In tbe stomach, and found out that 
they had been, giving the lion young lambs and goats fleshly 
killed, but that they were foolish enough to skin them before 
putting them in to the lion for his dinner, therefore the remedy 
was worse thsn the disease. He advlBes, therefore, that the hair 
should always be left on animals given to the lions for food, as It 
acts In a sanitary manner aB health to the beaBt. 

M Perrault then describes and figures the wonderful piece of 
anatomy by means of which the sharp-pointed claws are kept 
within a sheath, as it were, of hair, and how it happens tka ‘

Indians for food, lives principally upon a vegetable diet, la a 
harmless and interesting little animal, and I have heard that 
If taken captive when young, It could be made quite a pet. The 
Cvnomtu ludwManui —scientifically speaking—is found only upon 
high and dry prairies, and usually only west of the Mleelsslppi. 

The big spider, of which a apeclee la also found In the south of 
Italy called the tarantula, Lyajta tarantula, and which was re¬ 
ferred to some time since by H. M. M., Is the most poisonous of 
the spider family. It Is considered by the Mexicans more deadly 
than the centipede, and far worse than a rattlesnake. 8ome 
years since, ln Southern Colorado, I saw many of them, and 
after many endeavors I“corraled’’ one. I think they are of 
toe "Wandering Jew ” persuasion, sleeping wherever they hap- 
pen to be, and having a terrible appetite. Two of us tried to feed 
our captive with a piece of deer liver. Jack went after some 
halt while I watched him with a shot gun, but he reposed 
peacefully, unconscious of his fate. We eecured a pole about 
ten feet long, attacbed a string of perhaps three feet ln 
length baited wltb a “hunk” of liver, but he did not eeem at all 
hungry. We prodded him with the pole, kept prodding him, but 
with very poor success; finally he put to flight all our theories 
regarding his jumping ability, for hla first leap wsb, to tell It In 
a camp story, about ten feet, but ln real honest Injnn about 
thirty inches. Then he seemed to draw in a little and we easily 
killed him with a stick. Probably he had expended hie poison 
or virus on his first attack. My observations of toe tarantula 
lead me to believe that they are the most poisonous specie of 
spider and their bite, unless Instant remedies are applied intern¬ 
ally or externally, Is fatal. They Inhabit a rocky coun¬ 
try or locality which haa a hard surface. In breeding time they 
build a cone or nest, placing It under the surface of toe ground, 
and unlike other Insects, they have a trap door or cover to their 
nests, shutting down like the cover to a teapot or basket. Tlierd- 
in they lay their eggs and await the regular time for hatching; 
but by having this cover they display much wisdom, for ordinar- 
ily a snake, ground mole or gopher, finding these eggs on the 
surface of the ground, would devour them. The cone or nest Is 
shaped much like an egg, but larger, and made of material re¬ 
sembling a silk worm’s cone aud is very tough and fibrous, In 

which they lay from five to seven eggs. The female remains 
near the nest from the time she Is done IsylDg until hatching 
time, when she takes charge of toe young, escorting them to 
some rocky southern exposure, and after they are eight or ten 
days old,deserts them. A family of three young tarantulas la rarely 
seen, or even two old ones together. A female will make a very 
strong fight for her offspring, but is easily killed, provided always 
her young are not with her. . 

Had Saint Patrick visited Colorado Instead of Ireland,he would 
doubtless have made a clean sweep of tarantulas, and Instead of 
being toe hero of the biggest snake story on record, would have 
been renowned as “ Pat, the Spider Killer."

Wayside Sketches.—Prairie Dogs. 

Saltillo. Mexico. 

Editor Chicago Field;— While game of all kinds I* Plenty 
on toe Wilds of the frontier, It Is the buffalo and prairie dog that 
attract attention from travelers, and they have been so often 
written of, that it set-ms presuming ln me to give them more than 
a passing notice. It is only to correct some erroneous Ideas con¬ 
cerning the latter, that I mention them. The prairie dog Is a 
small rodent, somewhat resembling ln size and form a fox squir¬ 
rel with exception of the tall, which Is short and smooth- They 
are exceedingly wary, always on the look-out for danger the £ 
oroach of which they make known by a sharp, shrill bark, before 
retiring to their holes. It requires an excellent marksman to 
kill one and get It, as their dying struggles are UBed In making 
toeir escape, and In which they nearly always succeed. They, 
however, can easily be caught alive by simply pouring water Into 
their holes, and when captured soon become gentle, and eat 
freely of grass, roots, grsln and insects. ... 

It Is the commonly received opinion that the prairie dog, the 
owl and the rattlesnake reside ln the same habitation, and live on 
terms of peace and amity. ThlB, from observation, I am satis¬ 
fied is a mistake. The dog and rattlesnake are natural enemies. 
The snake enters the holes of the prairie dog for the purp°»e 
Drevlng on the young, and are often seen lying colled within the 
holes a foot or two from the entrance. When dlecovered thus 
by the dogs they are destroyed by stopping the mouth of the hole 
with dirt and suffocating them. There Is, however, a small rab¬ 
bit that affiliates with toe dogs, as I have chased both animals In 
the same hole, though It may be that they only use the homes of 
their neighbors as a place of refuge from their enemies.
